THE CANAL, BILL. 


The ultra British contingent in Con- 


gress seems to have been outwitted by 
the more American portion of that 
pro-British body wbo supported the 
canal bill and passed it in the House. 
It is strauge that opposition of a ser- 
ious nature should ba uriile to an en- 
terprise about the utility of which 
there u no question, The demands of 
the nation are such that it is impera 
tive there should be a waterway over 
the isthmus. The demands of trade 
are such that there is uo excluding the 
ever present necessity there is for a 
more rapid transit from the oast to the 
west by water. 


The demand for u more ready means 


of passage for cur warships between 
oar east and \ve?t coasta is becoming 
each day more pUin. The require- 
ments o" (i national character are more 
pronounced as tho months pass, and 
the whole people are becoming aware 
of the necessity there is upon Oon- 
greas to provide 
the methods and 


authorize the means to begin and com 
pletu the work in the near future. 
What thp fate of the bill will La iu (he 
Semite when it ootues bafoiv thdt more 
aggressive Britiab body, remains to be 
seen. 


Ths chief opposition will be made 


by that part of the Senate who are 
anxious th-it Gieat Britain bhould con- 
trol the canal, or at least occupy a 
position that will deprive the Onitec 
States of its control in time of war 
vhich above all others is the time 
when Unole Sam should control it. 
The nnti-Monroe doctrine sentimenl 
there has been developed by McKiuley's 
administration causes astonishment to 
those who favor an American position 
by the government in matters that are 
purely American. 


Tbe attitude of the administration 


in the canal business and treaty rati 
flcation proceedings have been weak 
and so macn so that any proceeding in 
pxivate business affairs between men 
including 1'ke indications of weakness 
would b) taken by business people as 
weakness. When proceedings include 
affaira of State tha-give to diplomats 
and tJ the ba-iness world an iiupres 
sion that the management is etremirj' 
ate, there 
i=< not any statesman like 


direction to State business, such as a 
great n tion should declare by action 
to the nations to maintain necessary 
national respect at home and abroad. 


A people are measured through thei 


representatives in national affairs bj 
others. When weakness is a leading 
feature iu representation in diplomatic 
business, the nation represented suf- 
fers in its character and standing be 
fore an intelligent world and loses 
prestige, wnere it should have author 
ity to command attention and respect, 


Tbe condition in all departments of 


the public service is a fault of the 
times. There will be a change in the 
direction of public affairs by the peo 
pie before there is any change that wil 
give strength t y representation m the 
direction aud minaxemeut of diplo 
ma'ic affairs. 
V'assalition that is dis 


graceful to an intelligent and strong 
people in the highest departments o 
State is not in harmony with the char- 
icter of the American people for intel 
leotual force, natural and acquired 
which truth is becoming painfnl to the 
more learned. 


The more pro-British element In the 


Senate will oppose tbo bill as it does 
not meet their ideus respecting the at 
tatude the United States ehould occupy 
to Great Britain. There la no' any 
thing in it that will meet toadyism to 
royalty, or that will meet the idea en 
tertaiued by a part of the members of 
the Senate of tha superior position PC 
cup ed by tho anstocnicy of England 
to the people of the United State? 
which is not as it should be as it 
not a just representation of a free and 
independent nation possessed of wenlib 
and power among the nations. 


The bJl is not in any way offensive 


to England ns it does not in anyway 
interfere with English rights. It con- 
tains, as it should do. a more dignified 
position by the United States to mat 
ters parely American. There is no 
causo for any unfriendly feeling in 
any of its provisions, as uo cause of at: 
unfriendly nature may bo fouml to- 
ward England whou the United States 
government retains the power to care 
for its property and its rights OQ the 
South American 
continent 
thereby 


sustaining the Monroe Doctrine to- 
gether with tl.e additional right by 
nnr government to control the canal 
when iu a state of war by making such 
fortifications as may be necessary for 
i-s defence and maintainance as a 
me^ns of war.

Measuring: a Tree.
